T he B en d er M urderers In C ustody in 
N eb ra.k n , 
O m a h a (Neb.), July 31st.—People at Fre­ 
mont, Nebraska, quite generally believe that 
the two prisoners, the old uian and old 
woman who were arrested a few days ago by 
Sheriff Gregg, are none other than John 
Bender and his wife, the notorious murder­ 
ers of Kansas, at least it looks verv much as 
if the man was old Bender. They were 
traveling on foot and made inquiries as to 
whether anything had been discovered about 
the whereabouts of the Bender family of 
Kansas. This excited suspicion, and Sheriff 
Gregg, who was notified, arrested them thirty 
miles from Fremont. 
When Gregg rode up 
to them he said, “ Hello, Kate,” and the 
woman replied, “ I ain’t Kate Bender.” 
Since they have beeu in jail they have made 
a statement which would seem to lead one to 
believe that the man is Bender. He claims 
that he only lived with the Bender family 
and knew about the murders. The woman 
saj-s she is not Mrs. Bender, but that the 
man is Bender. To-day a dispatch was re­ 
ceived from Fremont: stating that all doubt 
as to the man’s identity had been removed. 
Mr. Hooflan, a resident of Fremont, and 
who was 


A XKICHBOR OF THE BENDER FAMILY 
In Kansas, and knows all about the old 
premises and arrangements, and their mur­ 
ders, interviewed the prisoners and identified 
them both as Benders. He first called on 
Bender in his cell, and Bender acknowledged 
that he knew him. 
Bender said his name 
was not Bender, and Hoof) an Baid that he 
called himself Bender in Kansas at any rate. 
Hooflan closely questioned him as to his 
previous statements already published, par­ 
ticularly with reference to the two murdered 
children, and when he saw that he had caught 
himself iu a lie, he finally said that he had 
helped to put two children under the ground, 
and then he burst out crying, and exclaimed, 
“ I don’t care ; G 
dd 
m ’em ; let them 
hang me aDd be d 
d.” When told that he 
must go to Kansas, he said he would kill him­ 
self rather than go there. Hooflan showed 
him a plan of the house and surroundings, 
and he said it was correct. Mr. Hooflan next 
called on the woman, who said she knew him. 
** I never expected to see you any more, and 
I don’t want to talk to you here. We are 
captured at last, and they will hang us. You 
know that that is John Bender, and there’s 
no use denying that any longer. I am going 
to teil the truth. If that don’t save me from 
hanging, I’ll have, te hang, too. I ought to 
have told the truth from the start. I told 
them we would be caught if we came back 
this way on the main road. We were going 
back Fast. We had a hard time among the 
Indians, and hardly eversawa white person.” 
She was asked where 


THE OTHER CHILD WAS BURIED, 
Ms only one had been fonnu, and she said, 
after asking Hooflan where one child was 
discovered, that the other was buried in the 
southeast corner of the garden. She said 
they had intended to cross over the Missouri 
river and go hack East. Young Kate and 
young John Bender were with the team tak­ 
ing another road. 
They were to meet in 
Iowa, and then some one of the party was to 
go to Kansas and dig up some §700 buried 
on the old Bender place. The woman claims 
that she is not Bender’s wife, but says Ben­ 
der’s wife was left in the Choctaw nation, 
being unable to proceed further, and that she 
died in 1870. HoofUn’s description of the 
Bender place agrees with that of other per­ 
sons who have been there. The officers are 
endeavoring to get on the track of the rest of 
the party. The matter will be thoroughly 
investigated, and the parties will be taken to 
Kansas for further identification. The sffair 
is creating intense interest here. In 1873 
State Senator York of Kansas, a brother of 
Dr. York, mysteriously disappeared, and 
upon investigating the mystery, his dead 
body was discovered, with ten or twelve 
others, on Bender’s place. The Bender fam­ 
ily, upon learning that a vigorous search was 
being made for Senator York, fled before the 
terrible discovery was made, and have ever 
since eluded pursuit. 
Land L egislation —New 
M exico 
Cntlle- 
K aiscrs S e e k in g P ro te c tio n . 


W a sh in g t o n , July 30r,h.—Commissioner 
Williamson of the General Land Office has 
received a letter from a prominent firm en­ 
gaged in stock-raising in Colfax county, New 
Mexico, urging upon the Land Department 
the importance and necessity of further leg­ 
islation for the protection of a large class of 
stock-breeders who, without legal sanction, 
h rve taken up and improved extensive tracts 
of arid land on our Western plains. Thewriters 
state that they have established a cattle 
ranch on the arid pasturage lands on the north 
side of what are known as the Stakes Plains, 
in Colfax county, New Mexico. Their ranch 
covers an area of one hundred square miles, 
or G40,000 acres, around which they have, 
built a fence so as to keep within the bounds 
their own cattle, and to keep out the stock of 
others. They have dug wells to supply their 
stock with water, and altogether have ex­ 
pended in needed improvements more than 
§10,000. They assert that this tract of land 
can never be used for agricultural purposes, 
as it lies at a higher altitude than the nearest 
stream of water, which is thirty miles distant. 
They also inform the Commissioner that seme 
evil-disposed ranchmen threateu to cut dowu 
their fence and let in their cattle, simply be­ 
cause they (the writers) have no title to the 
lands. In conclusion, they ask protection 
from the Government, and propose either to 
purchase the land or else secure a long lease, 
and so secure a valid title, either permanently 
or temporarily. 
General Williamson says the facts pre­ 
sented in this letter are strongly illustrative 
of the need for additional legislation to gov­ 
ern the disposal of the surplus lands—legisla­ 
tion which, if enacted, will enable the Gov­ 
ernment to dispose of land of the peculiar 
character referred to in this letter which can­ 
not, under present laws, be sold to stock 
raisers in such large quantities as are neces­ 
sary to make this industry a profitable one. 
The gentlemen, General Williamson says, are 
engaged in a business itself perfectly legiti­ 
mate, which, owing to the vast extent of arid 
public lands fit only for grazing purposes, 
would undoubtedly be stimulated and in­ 
creased if our land laws were amended and 
improved so as to effect the sale of large 
tracts of these pasturage lands to individuals. 
As the case stands now they are open to tres­ 
passers against the law and their property 
cannot in any 
way be 
protected 
by 
the Government. 
More than this, the 
Government cannot, 
under the existing 
statutes, 
sell 
or 
even 
lease 
these 
pasturage 
lands to them in the large 
quantities desired, and so it may be said that 
onr land laws hinder rather than foster cattle 
raising, an industry which of all others should 
be fostered, as it tends to cheapen food. Un­ 
der the existing law the public land is classi­ 
fied as mineral, coal, timber and agricultural 
lands. Under the bead of agricultural land 
is ineluded land of the character referrea to 
in this letter, viz., arid pasturage land, which 
is entirely worthless at present, and which 
will probably always be so, nt least for agri­ 
cultural purposes. 
Those lands cannot be 
disposed of to individuals in quantities larger 
than tracts of 160 acres. Neither can they 
be leased to them, so the General Land Office 
and General Government cannot assist these 
men nor protect them in their squatter sov­ 
ereignty rights which they have established 
by the improvements they have made to the 
property they own in these tracts of land 
which they have fenced in. 
Tlir T elegrap h TYar In K ansas. 
T o p e k a (Ks.), Julj- 31st.—In the Un'ded 
htates Supreme Court to-day, Judge Mc­ 


Crary rendered his opinion in the case of the 
Western Union Telegraph Company vs. the 
¡St. Joseph and Denver City Kailroad, the 
American Union Telegraph Compauy and 
others, affecting the telegraph line on that 
road from St. Joseph to Hastings, Neb. This 
was one of the Western Union Telegraph 
lines seized by force by the Gould railroads 
during the night of February 26th last. 
Judge McCrary holds that it is not neces­ 
sary to determine whether the railroad chat­ 
ter expired in 1877 or not, or whether the 
contract with the Western Union Telegraph 
Compauy is void or not, because in so far as 
the contract has been executed the parties 
are bound, and rights have accrued that a 
Court of equity will eufoice, when it is 
shown that the contract was eutered into 
without 
moral 
turpitude. 
Siuce 
then 
a wider line of telegraph has been built 
and operated, and a valuable business has 
been created. For about nine years it has 
beeu recognized and executed, and under 
these circumstances it is not the province of 
either party to declare the contract void, and 
assume without process aud without a settle­ 
ment to seize the line and property. 
O n the 
question of the effect of the foreclosure pro 
ceedings, Judge McCrary holds that the rati­ 
fication of the contract aud the use of the line 
under it bind the successors the same as the 
original railroad compauy. On the question 
of the exclusive privilege given the Telegraph 
Company of constructing and operating a 
lino of telegraph aloDg the railroad, he says 
he has little doubt that the clause referred to 
is void, and if any other telegraph compauy 
desires to construct a line the Western Union 
cannot object, but the clause does not vitiate 
the entire contract as between the parties, 
and much less does it preclude the plaintiff 
from seeking the aid of aCourtof equity to pro­ 
tect rights acquired under it and growing out 
of its execution. 
The defendants may be 
able to show that the contract ought to be 
-canceled by a decree of the Court. That is 
a question which can only be determined 
upon final hearings. 
In cases of this kind, 
where the contract requires continuous ser­ 
vice for a series of years, and where the par­ 
ties disagree, even then the contract is not 
absolutely void. If the defendants, after 
years of acquiesence in the contract in ques­ 
tion, and alter receiving the benefits, and 
after a property had been built up uuder it 
to which others made claim, became suddenly 
convinced that it was a void contract, it was 
their duty to apply to the Court< for relief, 
praying a cancellation of the contract and a 
full and fair settlemeut of all accounts grow­ 
ing out of its execution in the past. Until 
they seek some such remedy, ami until a fair 
settlement up in full accounting can be had, 
they will be enjoined from attempting to 
eject the plaintiff or to seize his property. 
The demurrer to the bill is overruled.

Continuation of the Prelim­ 
inary Examination. 


THE CASE REVIEWED BY COUNSEL 


An Able Plea that Schroder was In­ 
sane -Decision Reserved. 


SPECIAL BY TELEGRAPH TO T1IR BECORD-UNION, 


O a k l a n d , July 31st.—The argument in the 
Schroder-Lefevre case was begun in the Po­ 
lice Court this morning, when District At­ 
torney E. M. Gibson optoeil for tha prosecu­ 
tion. He pointed out that inasmuch as the 
defendant v.as charged with murder, the only 
question necessary for him to call attention 
to was that of admitting the defendant to 
bail. 
Mr. Cohen, of counsel for the defendant, 
interrupting, declared that he proposed to go 
further. The defendant was entitled to go 
free. 
The District Attorney, resuming, quoted 
from the Code the definition of murder, and 
declared that this was murder in the fullest 
sense of the law. He did not desire to ex­ 
hibit a spirit of revenge, but it was manifest 
that in this instance there was the greatest 
deliberation, and there was no t« e iu which 
more forethought or preparation was exhib­ 
ited. The other sido nmy talk of the un­ 
written law and the unlikelihood of a jury 
ever convicting ; but it was a case of clean 
murder and the Court had no discretion. It 
was the sworn duty of his Honor to 


COMMIT THE DEPENDANT 
For trial before the Superior Court. The 
only question was whether the proof was ev­ 
ident or presumptive. If the Court held 
that it was not, the offense was bailable. 
Bishop said that if the act is committed on 
hearing of the offense, the crime was not 
murder; but in this case nearly six week» 
had elapsed between the confession and the 
tragedy. The law says that if passion had 
time to cool killing was murder. What is 
sufficient cooling time and what is provaca­ 
tion are questions of law and not of fact. 
Quoting from Horton, he contended that the 
question of murder • r manslaughter de­ 
fended upon whether the act was committed 
in the first transport of passion or not. 
Killing a man deliberately for revenge was 
murder.

He left, to find 
upon his return that his home had been pol­ 
luted, his name dishonored, and the children 
worse than homeless. But the prosecution 
assert that this was no provocation. They 
would have you believe there was no provo­ 
cation except the lust for another’s life. The 
defendant told of that scene of her shrieking 
and agonizing confession. 
Iiefovre, when 
confronted, was so agitated that he conld find 
no account in his books, and be gave a re­ 
ceipt in full without receiving a penny. He 
was guilty. The reverend gentleman coun­ 
seled moderation, and they undertook to 
bury the secret. 
During the succeeding

CA5L 3CHUÍZ AS A SPEAKER. 


The people of San Francisco have had 
the good fortune to hear a political speech 
f.- m the Hon. Carl Sjhurz, and that is a 
tr a t the only drawback, to which is that 
it is very apt to establish a standard im­ 
possible of 
attainm ent by 
succeeding 
speakers during the campaign. 
We re­ 
gard Mr. Schurz as the best political 
reasoner in the field. 
His addresses are 
all solidly argumentative. He does not de­ 
pend upon the adventitious aids of rhetoric 
or humor or invective. 
He appeals to 
the thinking faculty of his hearers. 
He 
does not pose as the headloDg partisan, 
insisting that the salvation of the race de­ 
pends upon the success of his faction. 
He 
does not seek to win vote3 by painting the 
opposition in lurid colors. 
He endeavors, 
from first to last, to be fair and candid,and 
therefore his arguments are doubly effect­ 
ive. 
His San Francisco speech last week 
was an admirable one, in taste, temper and 
m atter. 
I t was a clear and scrupulously 
just estimate of the records of both the 
great parties. 
The main thread of the 
discourse has already been indicated in 
his Indianapolis speech, which wc re­ 
cently 
published, 
but 
the 
manner 
of 
treatm ent 
and 
the 
illustrations 
■were entirely new. 
He gave an account 
of the duties devolving upon the Presi­ 
dent, aud proceeded to show how necessary 
it is that the incumbent of the executive 
oldce should be a trained statesman, as 
Garfield is, but as Hancock is not. 
His 
defense of Garfield against Democratic at­ 
tacks was cogent and convincing. 
He 
demonstrated the absurdity of the suppo- 
siti :t that a man who for twenty-five years 
has been in public positions affording con­ 
stant opportunities for the gratification of 
venal predilections, and who hail remained 
honorably poor all that time, should have 
sacrificed hts reputation for the sake of a 
paltry three hundred dollars, as charged 
by the Democrats. 
The testimony of Mr. 


General Hancock’s letter accepting the 
Democratic nomination for the Presidency 
is chiefly remarkable for its brevity. 
As 
a statem ent of political views and princi­ 
pies it has no value whatever, and the 
few declarations of governmental policy 
contained in it are singular because of 
their utter inconsistency with th e t record 
of the party at whose head the w riter 
stands. 
General Hancock makes just two 
positive statem ents. 
He says th at he is 
determined to uphold the Constitutional 
Amendments, and he declares 
himself 
opposed to fraud aud force in polities. 
N either of these positions is at all com­ 
patible with adherence to the policy of 
the Democratic party as it is. 
As regards 
the Constitutional Amendments it is only 
necessary to say th at the Democracy is 
controlled by the South, and that the 
South is controlled by those elements, 
which as Judge Porter recently showed, 
are bent upon nullification. 
As regards 
the question of force and fraud General 
Hancock’s own language is apposite. 
He 
says : 
“ I t is a vital principle in our sys- 
“ tem th at neither fraud nor force must be 
“ allowed to restrict the rights of the 
“ people. W hen fraud, violeuce, or incom- 
“ petence control, the noblest institutions 
“ aud the wisest laws are useless. 
The 
“ bayonet is not a fit 
instrum ent for 
“ collecting 
the 
votes 
of 
freemen. 
“ I t 
is 
only 
by 
a 
full 
vote, 
a 
“ free ballot and a fair count th at the 
“ people can rule in fact, as required by 
“ the theory of our Government.” 
I t is 
difficult to realize th at this language is 
gravely employed by a Democratic candi­ 
date for the Presidency, under a condition 
of politics which makes the entire hopes of 
his party dependent upon the very abuse 
which 
he here reprobates so solemnly. 
General Hancock knows that but for the 
solid South the Democracy might as well 
retire from the field ; that the solidity of 
the South is neither more nor less than the 
suppression, throughout th at sectiou, of 
Republican votes, by force and fraud 
th at the Democracy has not only practiced 
this kind of fraud at the South, but at the 
N orth ; th a t the State in which he resides 
was stolen by his pa rty through the most 
gigantic and shameless rascality recorded 
in history ; and th at in short the pre­ 
tense of reverence for the freedom of the 
ballot is on Democratic lips an act of 
hypocrisy, of which honorable men can 
only be ashamed. 
“ The bayonet is not a 
“ fit instrum ent for collecting the votes of 
“ freemen.” 
Can General Hancock or any 
other Democrat cite a specific instance in 
which the bayonet has been used for 
th at 
purpose ’ 
But 
w hat 
does 
the 
General 
think 
of 
shotguns, 
rifles, 
revolvers, 
rawhides 
and 
bludgeons, 
as 
tit 
instrum ents for—not collecting, 
but 
suppressing—the 
votes 
of 
free­ 
men ’ These are the instrum ents in most 
vogue in the solid South, and it is some 
what remarkable th a t a candidate whose 
auxiety for free government is so extreme, 
should not have thought it worth his while 
to allude to them. 
Beyond these two 
points there is absolutely no clear-cut ex­ 
pression in the letter. 
On civil service re­ 
form General Hancock has nothing to say. 
On the Chinese question he is dumb. 
On 
the currency he is equally silent. 
He has 
apparently labored to make his letter a3 
non-committal as possible, perhaps re 
fleeting th at a candidate whose policy, in 
the event of his election, is to be shaped 
for him by others, cannot be too cautious 
in reserving his opinions. 
There is not a 
trace of real thought in the letter. 
It ex­ 
hibits no acquaintance with the weighty 
issues which demand the attention of 
statesmen. 
Garfield’s letter rises into ex­ 
cellence in contrast with this thin and 
jejune performance. 
It confirms the pre­ 
existing belief rf observing men that H an­ 
cock is a mere soldier, lacking altogether 
in the training and knowledge demanded 
in civil administration. 


A good deal has been said about a 
certain letter w ritten by General Hancock 
to General Sherman while the question 
of the Presidential succession was still 
unsettled. 
I t 
has 
been alleged 
that 
in 
this 
letter 
General 
Hancock 
de­ 
clared his conviction that in a certain con­ 
tingency it would be his duty to use his 
m ilitary authority for the purpose of seat­ 
ing Tilden in the W hite House. 
The gen­ 
eral impression derived from the reports 
about the letter was th at Hancock had 
with some difficulty been dissuaded from 
taking the field m support of Tilden. 
The 
letter is itself now given to the public, and 
it is due to General Hancock, and still 
more to the cause of truth, to poiut out 
that it in no respect bears out the conclu­ 
sions which have been Lased upon it. There 
is, in fact, no covert treason or disaffection to 
befoundinit. I t wasevidently w ritten w ith­ 
out reserve to a brother soldier, and while it 
conveys the w riter’s views upon the pro­ 
priety of employing the army in civil con­ 
troversies, quite frankly, there is nothing 
in it at all derogatory of General H an­ 
cock 's fidelity to his trust, or indicative of 
any idea of usurping powers which did not 
belong to him. 
In fact, we gather from 
the letter that he would have held it to be 
his duty to obey whatever orders he re­ 
ceived from his superiors, although his pri­ 
vate opinion was at variance with their 
purposes. 
Much less in the way of deci­ 
sion of view could not have been expected 
from any man who was not an absolute 
automaton. 
General Hancock’s political 
bias was no doubt Democratic. 
That was 
inevitable under the circumstances. 
But 
there is certainly nothing in his letter to 
Sherman to justify a doubt as to his fidel­ 
ity under any circumstances that were 
likely 
to 
arise 
at 
the 
time, 
and 
we think 
so 
much 
ought 
at once 
to be conceded by his opponents. 
W e do 
not think it either necessary or desirable 
to eudeavor to arraign him upon charges 
which would uever have been dreamed of 
but for his acceptance of the Democratic 
nomination. 
W e believe th at his unfitness 
for the Presidency can be demonstrated 
without impuguing his loyalty or blacken­ 
ing his character. 
No partisan feeling 
should obscure the eminence of his services 
iu the cause of the Union, and no honorable 
opponent of his claims can desire that 
the truth should be twisted or strained for 
the pitiful purpose of exciting prejudice 
against him. 
The tru th of history is 
enough for all salutary purposes in this 
campaign, and whoever is not satisfied with 
that need expect neither sympathy nor aid 
from this journal.

Schurz on Garfield's 
tho utm ost value, for no man bears a 
higher reputation for probity than himself, 
aud his independence is too well known for 
any doubt to exist that he would have 
rather resigned his place in the Cabinet 
than degrade himself by supporting pub­ 
licly a candidate of whose uprightness 
he 
was 
not completely 
assured. 
The 
chief value of Mr. Schurz’ speeches, how­ 
ever, is the proof they afford that it is 
possible to be incisive without being coarse, 
persuasive without being insincere, argu­ 
mentative w ithout being bombastic and 
entertaining without the aid of buffoonery. 
His public speaking is of a typo which will 
we trust some day be generally preferred. 
I t is indeed of tho highest order known to 
political oratory, and it is essentially fitted 
in the best way to appeal to the reason and 
understanding of sober-minded and re­ 
flecting men. 
The deep interest with 
which Mr. Schuiz is everywhere listened 
to proves that this kind of speaking finds 
appreciation, moreover, and it is quite pos­ 
sible even now that if politicians were not 
afraid of fatiguing ti e public liy the aban- 
dcnm ent of the old fashioned tricks of the 
stum p, they would discover a fresh source 
of attraction in the substitution of this 
method of discoursing. 


A New York Graphic editot read the 
advertisement of “ good country board,” 
and this is what he found : “ Fried, leathery 
steak, sloppy coffee, pig-sty odors, four in 
a room, flies all day, mosquitoes and other 
things all night, old potatoes, poor, very 
thin tea, nothing to eat after a thin supper 
if starving, trouble with our boys and tbe 
farm er’s freckled boys. 
Whoa ! 
Uatv 1 
Gee !—and hens on the table after break­ 
fast !” 


The letter of acceptance of a candidate 
for the Vice-Prcsidency naturally possesses 
less significance and interest than th at of 
his colleague on the ticket, but as the office 
itself is one of uo weight, it seems impos 
sible for those who accept it to refrain 
from availing themselves of their one op 
portunity to acquire some notoriety. 
Mr. 
English has consequently w ritten a much 
longer letter than General Hancock, but 
it cannot be regarded as au improvement 
on the. latter’s appeal. 
W hat it moat re­ 
s mibles is an editorial article from an 
average Democratic journal, upon Han- 
ojek's acceptance. A third of it is devoted 
t> a turgid eulogy of the head of the 
tb k e t, and the greater portion of the re­ 
mainder consists in coarse abuse of the Re­ 
publican party, and rash predictions as to 
what the Democrats will do if they get 
into power. 
Some of his arguments for a 
change of government are curious, as, for 
instance, the assertion th at the Republi­

Not a 
few

tig state­ 
ments are unwarrantable misrepresenta­ 
tions, only to have been expected from the 
Democratic stump or press, as for example 
the statem ent th at the present Adminis- 
t ation holds office “ in defiance of the 
“ wishes of the majority of the people.” 
Tr.e letter, in fact, fairly bristles with 
gross misstatements of this character, and 
it a t least shows that the Democratic can­ 
didate for the Vice-Presidency is by no 
means above the intellectual and moral 
plane of the least respectable elements of 
bis party. 
Mr. English, being a more ex­ 
perienced politician than his colleague, has 
cudeavored to say something upon various 
living issues, but even here he has only 
succeeded in being obscure or trite. 
His 
remarks upon the currency are vague and 
m isty enough to be adopted by the Green- 
backers, aud w hat he says on the Chinese 
ijuestion shows no appreciation of the im­ 
portance of th at question. 
The letter as 
a whole is in fact almost beneath criti­ 
cism. 
There are a thousand Democratic 
editors 
in 
the 
country 
who 
could 
have 
w ritten 
a 
far 
better one, 
and 
very 
few 
stum p 
orators 
who 
could 
not have surpas-ed it. 
N either of these 
Democratic epistles will ap[>cal to the 
sober independent vote of the country. 
They have in them no ring of statesman­ 
ship. 
T hat of Hancock is the raw effu­ 
sion of a man wholly unversed in politics, 
while th at of English is vulgar, undigni­ 
fied, untruthful, and altogether on a low 
and objectionable place of thought. There 
is in neither any ground for confidence as 
to the tendencies of the writers, or of the 
party they represent. 
General Hancock 
pledges himself to no reforms whatever, 
while EuglUh merely intimates that in his 
opinion a revolution among the office-hold­ 
ers is the panacea for all existing evils. 
The Democracy has no reason to feel proud 
of its standard-bearers, and thoughtful men 
will see in these letters of acceptance 
fresh reasons for adhering to the Republi­ 
can party.

THE LEPLVRE-SCHRODER CASE. 


The preliminary examination in this case 
has been concluded, the counsel have pre­ 
sented their arguments, and the Court has 
reserved its decision. 
A defense of tem ­ 
porary insanity has been developed, and 
the examination of the witnesses for the 
defense has been very adroitly controlled 
in the interest of this hypothesis. 
The 
weak point in the defense unquestionably 
was the failure to put Mrs. Schroder on the 
witness stand. 
A3 it is, tbe prime allega­ 
tion of the defense, namely, the fact of 
the seduction by Dr. Lefevre, remains un­ 
demonstrated, since the whole of the direct 
evidence to it rests open the allegations of 
the defendant himself, and since his posi 
tion necessarily compels suspicion of his 
statem ents under the circumstances. 
The 
defense no doubt must have had powerful 
reasons for withholding the testimony of 
Mrs. Schroder, for it is obvious that in 
taking this course they were exposing 
themselves to very injurious constructions, 
and especially since, from their ostensible 
point of view, the production of this wit­ 
ness should have been in the direct line of 
their interest. 
If we may form a judg­ 
ment from the full reports of this examina­ 
tion which have been published in the Call, 
there appears to have been a rather re­ 
markable tendency on the part of the Court 
to exclude germane evidence proffered by 
the prosecution, moreover. 
In a prelim­ 
inary examination such a course might be 
productive of little harm, provided that 
the defendant ¡3 held to answer before a 
superior Court, and from the nature of this 
case it may be presumed that the Court 
will hardly assume the responsibility of 
discharging the defendant.

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TURKEY AND THE POWERS. 


It is announced th at the proposed naval 
demonstration against the Forte has been 
postponed, and it is now intim ated that 
the whole question of the Greek frontier 
may be reopened, on the pretext that Tur­ 
key had no representation at the Berlin 
Conference. 
Such a plea at such a stage 
of thaproceedings sounds oddly. 
It would 
appear from it th at the Powers, with ail 
their concern for equity and justice as be­ 
tween nations, wholly ignored the right of 
Turkey to be heard upon so im portant and 
directly personal a question as the parti­ 
tion of her territory. 
They met and dis­ 
cussed the Greek frontier, and they finally 
determined th at Greece should be given a 
large slice of the Ottoman Empire. 
But 
the one party they failed to consult was 
the power whose territory they had thus 
undertaken to give away, and now they 
find it necessary to reopen the ca3e in or­ 
der to give the principal a hearing. 
W e 
think it is tolerably certain that if the Con­ 
ference is reopened this will not have been 
the real reason for so doing. 
I t has been 
evident for some time th at great difficul­ 
ties lay in the way of tbe proposed naval 
demonstration. 
France, 
for 
example, 
gave it to be understood th at she would 
withdraw her ironclads if anything more 
than a show of force was to be made. 
Russia was believed to be very anxious for 
a pretext to set Turkey and Greece at log­ 
gerheads. 
The intentions of Austria were 
not altogether understood. 
And, alto­ 
gether, it seemed possible th at the con­ 
templated joint action might result in a 
serious quarrel amoug the powers. 
It is 
quite probably to these considerations that 
the change of base now announced is a t­ 
tributable. 


T h e P c r f l e o f t h e A n c i e n t s . — Many 
months ago a somewhat full abstract was 
given of a memoir by E. Schunck on the 
purple of the ancients. 
He has been con­ 
tinuing his researches, and on June 17th 
said something about them to the Chemi­ 
cal Society, Ixmdou. 
It seems that at the 
present day the natives of the west coast 
of Nicaragua practice the dyeing of purple 
by using the juice of a species of shell-fish 
called Purpura palula. 
A sample of cot­ 
ton so dyed by them did not possess so 
brilliant a purple as he expected. 
It was 
readily separated from the cotton by boil­ 
ing aniline. 
Strong oxidizing agents had 
very little effect upon the color, which be­ 
haved 
in 
other 
respects 
very much 
like the puuicin he obtained from the 
sacs of the 
Purpura 
lapillus of 
the 
shores 
of 
Great 
Britain. 
When sub­ 
jected 
to 
concentrated 
sulphuric acid 
the 
coloring 
m atter 
was 
dissolved, 
yielding a dull purple solution, having an 
absorption band between D and E. 
After 
heating this solution, and allowing it to 
stand, the color changed to a bright green, 
and the absorption band disappeared, and 
a purple precipitate was obtained from the 
green solution when it was treated with 
water.

O m a h a , August 1st.—Sheriff Gregg, of 
Dodge cuunty, who arrested old Bender and 
wife, who are now in the Tremont jail, was 
in Omaha to-day hunting up the trail of 
young Bender and wife, who were seen with 
a team and ivagon in company with old Ben­ 
der and wife, who were on foot, near Schuy­ 
ler, and they parted near there, shortly be­ 
fore Daniel Coonlan informed Gregg of their 
suspicious inquiries about the Bender family 
of Kansas. Gregg has since learned that the 
young couple crossed the river at Omaha with 
a wagou and team and went into Iowa, no 
doubt en route to the place of meeting agreed 
upon between them and the old folks. They 
had a team of one gray and one bay horse, 
and a covered wagon. The old people iu jail 
have been heard talking of the young couple. 
One said, “ How do you know the others will 
be caught?” 
“ N o; they will fool them. 
They aie gone south. 
They will go on 
the 
wrong 
track,” 
was 
the 
re­ 
ply. 
I t 
is 
understood 
that 
Daniel 
Oondau is following on their track. 
Sheriff 
Gregg says that when lie arrested the old 
couple he rode up to them and said, “ HpIIo, 
Kate,” and the woman replied, “ I ain’t Kate 
Bender.” Gregg believes that he has got a 
sure thing on the old man, but thinks the 
woman is Bender’s mistress. 
His theory is 
that she started off with the Bender outfit 
when they fled, that the old man killed Mrs. 
Bender, and that this woman has been with 
him through all the Iudian country, aud 
gives good descriptions of the habits and life 
of the various Indian tribes. The officer has 
examined the prisoners separately, and finds 
that the whole of their stories are somewhat 
alike, though they do not agree in a number 
of important particulars. The old man claims 
that he was at Bender’s for awhile, and was 
laid up sick for seven and a half weeks. 
He says his wife was not there, and that he 
sent for her, and that she was there with him 
duriDg the time the murders were committed, 
and that he knew all about them. Tbe 
woman claims that she went to Bender’s with 
him, and that both were sick in bed for seven 
wieks and a half. The original old Bender 
is a German, and has a big scar in the center 
of his head. The prisoner at Fremont swears 
that he does not know a word of German, 
but when a German was put in his cell and 
cursed him in the German language, accord­ 
ing to instructions, the prisoner forgot him­ 
self and swore terrifically in German at the 
man. The prisoner also has a scar on his 
head answering to the scar on old Bender’s 
head, and iu several other points he answers 
the description. 
He accounts for the scar by 
saying that he was kicked by a horse. He is 
72 years old. 
A t times he is perfectly 
frantic, and yells so that he can be heard two 
or three blocks away. 
Mr. Gregg has been 
sleeping in the cell with the old man, in hopes 
of hearing something from him, and he has 
not been disappointed. 
The prisoner wants 
to commit suicide, and he asked Sheriff 
Gregg for a razor with which to shave him­ 
self. 
Mr. Gregg would not grant his request, 
but said he would have a barber come r T:d 
shave him. 
“ I dou’t want any d—d barber 
to shave me,” said the prisoner. 
He say s 
that he doesn’t want to be taken to Kansas, 
but will go anywhere else to be tried. 
He 
swears he will never go to Kansas alive. '.I oe 
woman is about 40 years of age, wears No. 
11 shoes and has hands as big as the . Id 
mau’s. 
She is a large, masculiue-looking 
creature, and says there were ten persons 
killed by old Bender. Two of the bodies have 
never been found. Mr. Hooflan, who inter­ 
viewed the prisoners, as stated in yesterday’s 
dispatches, is clerk in Shed’s store at Fre­ 
mont, and Mr. ¡óhed induced the Sheriff to 
allow him to visit the captives. 
The moment 
he saw the oldman he said, “ That’s Bender,” 
and the prisoner dropped his head as if he 
had been shot. 
Hoi flan claims that he was 
well acquainted with him. 
He says the pris­ 
oner iias changed h¡3 style of shaving, but 
that his features are unchanged, that the scar 
on his head is positive proof, and that he is 
the man who must go to Kansas for the mur­ 
der of Dr. York and numerous other victims. 
It is understood that Sf5,000 reward is offered 
for the whole gang, and of this amount there 
is $11,000 for old Bender. 
D r. T a n n e r ’* r n s t T Iie T liir ly O f lli D ay. 
N e w Y o f.k , August 1st.—A t noon to-day 
Dr. Tanner entered on the thirty-fifth day of 
his fast. 
He slept well the night previous, 
and appeared refreshed this morning. 
He 
kept to the gallery all day, and was attacked 
with nau-ea and vomiting at different periods, 
throwing up a mixture of bile and mucous. 
At 2=45 his pulse was found to be 78, his tem­ 
perature 08.4. and the dynamometer marked 
82 kilometers. At 2:55 he got up to put 011 
his clothes, but could not do so, as be had an 
attack of vomiting. 
A t 7:35 and 8:40 this 
evening h* had other attacks of vomiting, 
and at 0 P. M, retired to his cot and appeared 
to be Bleeping. 
His medical attendants said 
he was in a feebler condition than yesterday ; 
that the attacks of nausea were unfavorable, 
and as they occurred after drinking a small 
quantity of fluid, it showed the doctor’s stom­ 
ach to be in a highly irritated condition. One 
of the medical men said Dr. Tanner was fail­ 
ing every day, but there was no doubt he 
would finish hi3 self-imposed task. 
He 
thought the frequent attacks of vomiting 
showed that the coats of the stomach were 
somewhat inflamed. 
Dr. Tanner took noth­ 
ing to-day but a little carbonated acid water.

N e w Y o r k , August 1st.—Trade has teen 
irregular during the greater part of the week, 
and prices of most of the leading articles of 
merchandise have fluctuated more or less ev­ 
ery day ; yet there are few marked changes 
as compared with the close of last week.

LCOAL INTELLIGENCE. 


T u b R e pu b l ic a n C ounty C o n v e n t io n .— 
A correspondent, over the signature of “first 
W ard Republican,” writes : 
“ I am glad 
that attention has Leen called to the most 
outrageous apportionment of delegates made 
for the approaching Republican County Con­ 
vention. 
The action of the County Com­ 
mittee cannot be defended upon any justifia­ 
ble grounds. 
I have heard that the action 
taken in relation to the Sutter township del­ 
egates was intended to further the chances of 
Alfred Briggs, of Haas’precinct, the County 
Hospital, for Assemblyman, and R. J. Merk- 
ley, of Sutterville, for Supervisor. Briggs, 
it will be remembered, is the person who ob­ 
tained the Republican nomination for Super­ 
visor in 1878 by polling an unprecedentedly 
large vote at the primaries in the two pre­ 
cincts of the County Hospital and Sutter- 
ville, and who received tor votes at the gen­ 
eral election than at the piimary, and was 
badly beaten by the Democratic nominee. 
Perhaps 
a 
repetition 
of 
the 
farce 
of the 
primaries of 
1878 
will bring 
the same result at the election in 18S0. 
An examination of the call shows that a pre­ 
cinct called Scott’s Station is given three del­ 
egates. 
This precinet is, I am informed, the 
one hitherto known as the American River 
Bridge precinct, and last fall polled eleven 
votes for Perkins. 
While this is done, 
Brighton precinct, that polled 47 votes for 
Perkins, is only given 3 delegates, and Ash­ 
land, polling l'J votes, is given 2 delegates. 
The First Ward, that gave Perkins about Ü00 
votes, is given but 15 delegates, while the 
County Hospital, Sutterville and Scott's 
Station precincts, polling 131' votes, are 
given 15 delegates also. 
Why was this done ? 
what job is being put up? are questions 
being asked on all sides by earnest Republi­ 
cans who have no axes to grind. The remedy 
is twofold. 
First, repudiate the call ; and 
second, punish those who have endeavored to 
benefit private interests at the expíense of the 
whole party. Of course it is not felt that all 
the members of the County Committee un­ 
derstood the game that was played.” 


B a t S h o o tin g .—A t the shooting ground 
on Scott’s Ranch, American River briJge, 
there was a very interesting meeting of shot­ 
gun men yesterdiy. 
The attendance was 
even larger than usual, principally on account 
of the fact that Messrs. Ruhstaller and Jack­ 
son were to shoot at bats for the champion­ 
ship cup, which the former had won at a pre­ 
vious shoot. 
The bats provided for the occa­ 
sion proved to be unusually lively, and flying 
like jacksnipe, with many a turn and twist, 
caused the men at the trap to miss frequently. 
Two or three matches took place prior to the 
contest for the cup, but no one was able to 
make a “ clean 6 C o r e .” 
It did not cause 
much surprise, therefore, when Ruhstaller 
and Jackson shot, that their scores were 
small, even though they were much below 
the average.

U nder the circumstances, 
the Chief felt constrain ed to reply that the 
prospects of4a vacancy are exceedingly dis­ 
couraging ; and also that citizenship of two 
years is required prior to such appointment.

THE PIONEERS AND THE LATE GENERAL 
SUTTER. 


The Sacramento Society of California Pio­ 
neers, at its regular meeting on Saturday 
evening, received from its committee, A. P. 
Catlin, John H . McKune and George Cad- 
walader, theretofore appointed, a report “ in 
memoriam” of the late General John A. Sut­ 
ter. The report was ordered spread in full 
upon the records of the society, and a copy 
ordered sent to the family of General Sutter. 
The report reads as follows : 
“ The members of the Sacramento Society 
of California Pioneers assembled to pay ap­ 
propriate honors to the memory of the late 
General John Augustus Sutter, while reflect­ 
ing sadly upon their ever-thinning ranks, 
lament the loss of their ‘ greatest brother’ 
whose name they declare imperishably asso­ 
ciated with that of the State of California. 
They recur with mournful satisfaction to 
many and familiar associations with this 
illustrious picneer in his old home ; and re­ 
joice in the good fortune of obtaining and 
preserving numerous objects commemorative 
of his settlement and government of Northern 
California. They point with great satisfaction 
to the circumstance that ‘Sutters Fort,’ 
with which so much of historic interest is 
associated, has not altogether passed away, 
but remains in friendly hands and may yet 
be restored to its ancient form, and be pre­ 
served to perpetuate the memory of the 
times when its patriotic, brave and generous 
builder, from within its hospitable walls, sent 
princely welcome and relief to travel-worn 
emigrants, exhausted and perishing in thirsty 
deserts and snow-bound mountains. This 
Association takes this occasion to express a 
confident hope that there is now a time for 
the State of California to sift the names of its 
distinguished dead, to find one deserving of 
remembrance in enduring marble. In the 
rotunda of the Capitol of the State there 
are vacant riches, none of which have 
yet 
been 
filled. 
Iu 
one 
of 
these 
the State should place the statue of General 
Sutt9r, executed to size of life in finest mar­ 
ble by the most gifted of sculptors. To ob­ 
tain such a merited and graceful tribute of 
consideration to the name of the founder of a 
State this Association pledges its earnest ef­ 
forts, and invites the co-operation of sister 
societies throughout the State and citizens 
generally. W ith tire bereaved wife and fam­ 
ily of our deceased brother we express our 
sincerest sympathy, and trust they will find 
come consolation in the many tears that min­ 
gle with theirs, and still more in the reflec­ 
tion that he whom we lament died the death 
of the righteous, after a well-spent and use­ 
ful life, full of years and honor." 
The Society also adopted the following res­ 
olutions : 
Resolved, T hat 1 he President of this Society act 
as one of a com m ittee to be composed of one m em ­ 
ber of each Society of California Pioneers of the 
State, whose duty it shall be to obtain all necessary 
information relating to the cost of a statue of Gen­ 
eral Sutter, as m entioned in tae obituary notice 
adopted at this m eeting, with all other necessary 
inform ation, and th at such committee prepare a 
suitable memorial, to he laid before the next Leg­ 
islature of the State of California, looking towards 
the erection of such a statue or m onum ent at the 
expense of the State. 
Resolved, T hat the President of this Society com­ 
m unicate with all other Pioneer Societies in this 
State, inviting co operation in the m atter, and the 
appoiutm ent of a member of such Joint Committee.

The locating of a dry goods store at 
that point was flying in the face of J street 
and down-town sections, but the success of 
the establishment has proven the wisdom of 
the choice. The firm began in a modest way, 
but has gradually become aggressive, until 
now it makes bold challenges for competition, 
and declares that it adheres in real fact to the 
“ one-price ” principle.

The firm claims to 
be the pioneer of the one-price system, and 
that they carry it out in its entirety and in­ 
tegrity. The stock of the firm appears to be 
as varied as the demand in all the lines usual 
to a retail dry goods establishment, and the 
house has evidently won thus early a very 
flattering trade. The firm makes the bold 
assertion that it can aud does undersell any local 
rival. Recently the firm purchased the prop­ 
erty where the store is located, paying cash 
for the premises. 


A d d i t i o n a l M i x t u r e .—Justice Bucking­ 
ham, of Washington, Yolo county, who has 
just returned from a fishing trip to Knight's 
Landing and vicinity, Btates that owing to 
the recent high water, when the fish ran into 
the tales and remained till the falling of the 
river, and upon returning to the cold water 
from the tules were killed, large quantities of 
them are now lying dead all along the river 
edges where there is still-water or eddies. 
This is to be seen from Knight’s Landing to 
the city, and many of the fish—consisting of 
pike, salmon and sturgeon—are very large, 
and weigh many pounds. The water in 
many places along the river is so much 
affected by these decaying fish that the fish­ 
ermen are unable to use it. 
He stated that 
it the people of Sacramento knew what was 
contained in their hydrant mixture they 
would be willing to go to almost any expense 
to get pure water.

HIS EEPLYTO GENERAL SHERMAN. 


How He would have Settled the 
Hlectoral Difficulty, 


THE RECENT LETTERS OF ACCEPTANCE.

HANOOCK?8 LETTER ON THE ELECTORAL DIF 
FICULTY. 


N e w Y o r k , Ju ly 31st.— General Hancock’s 
letter, dated at Carondelet Postoffice, St. 
Louis, Mo., December 28, 1876, in reply to 
two letters from General Sherman on the sit­ 
uation at th at time, is given to the public. 
A fter acknowledging Gen. Sherm an’s letters 
and excusing the delay in answering, and 
some remarks on the weather, in which he 
says St. Louis is the coldest place in W inter 
and the hottest place in Summer of any he 
had encountered in the tem perate zone, he 
goes on to say : 
When 1 heard the rum or that 1 was ordered to the 
Pacific Coast, I thought it probably true, consider­ 
ing the past discussion as to th at subject. 
The pos­ 
sibilities seemed to me to point th at way. 
Had it 
been true I should, of course, h are presented no 
complaint, nor made resistance of any kind. 
I 
would have gone quickly, if not prepared to go 
prom ptly. 
I certainly would have been relieved 
from responsibilities and anxieties concerning Presi­ 
dential m atters which may fall to those uear to the 
throne, or in authority, within the next four 
m onths, as well as from jth e r incidents, or m atters 
which I could not control, and action concerning 
which I m ight not approve, 
I was not exactl* pre­ 
pared to go to the Pacific Coast, however, and I 
therefore felt relieved when I received your note 
informing me th at there was no tru th in the ru ­ 
mors. Then I did not wish to appear to he escaping 
from re8ponsibilites and dangers which may cluster 
around m ilitary commands in the East, especially in 


THE CRITICAL PERIOD. 
Fast approaching. 
Rut all’s well th at ends well. 
The whole m atter of the Presidency seems to me t-o 
be simple, and to adm it of a peaceful solution. 
Ma­ 
chinery for such a contingency as threatens to pre­ 
sent itself has been all carefully prepared. 
It only 
requires lubrication, owing to tfisuse. The army 
should have nothin? to do with the election or in­ 
auguration of Presidents. 
The people elect the 
President. Congress declares in joint session who 
he is. 
We of the army have only to obey his m an­ 
dates, and are protected in so doing only so far as 
they may be lawful. 
Our commissions express that. 
I like Jefferson's way of inauguration. 
It suits our 
system. 
He rode alone on horseback to the Capitol 
(I fear it was the “ Old Capitol”), tied his horse to a 
rail fence, entered and was duly sworn. Then he 
rode to the Executive Mansion and took possession. 
Ho inaugurated hiuise’f simply by taking the oath 
of office. There Í9 no other legal inauguration in 
our system. 
The people, or politi/ians, n n y insti­ 
tu te parades in honor of the event, and public offi­ 
cials may add to the pageant by assembling troops 
and banners, but all th at only comes properly after 
inauguration, not before, and it is not part of it. 
O ur system docs not provide th at one President 
should inaugurate another. 
There m ight be danger 
in that, and it was studiously left out of the char­ 
ter, but you are placed iu an exceptionally im por­ 
tan t position in connection with coming events. 
The Capital is in my jurisdiction, also, but 1 aui a 
subordinate, and not on the sp o t; and if I were so, 
you would also be my superior in authority, for 
there i9 the station of General-in-Chief. 
On the 
principle th at a regularly elected President’s term 
of office expires with the 3d of March, of which I 
have not the slightest doubt, and which the Haws 
bearing on the subject uniformly recogmee, and in 
consideration of the possibility th at the 
LAWFULLY ELECTED PRESIDENT 
May not appear until the 5th of March, a great deal 
of resi>on8ibility may necessarily fall upon you. 
You hold over. 
You will have the power and pres­ 
tige to support you. The Secretary of War, too, 
probably holds over, but if no President appears, he 
may not be able to exercise his functions in the 
nanie of the President, for his pioper acts are those 
of a known superior, and lawful President. 
You 
act on your own responsibility and by virtue of a 
commis ion only restricted by law. 
The Secretar}' 
of War is the mouthpiece of a President. 
You art 
not. 
If neither candidate has a constitutional m a­ 
jority of the Electoral College or the Senate and 
House on the occasion do not unite in declaring 
some person legally elected by the people, there is 
lawful machinery already provided to meet that 
contingency and decide the question peacefully. 
It 
has not been recently used, no occasion presenting 
itseP, bu t our forefathers provided it. 
It has been 
exercised, and has been recogniz d and subm itted 
to as lawful on every hand 
That machinery would 
probably elect 
Mr. Tilden President, and Mr. 
W heeler Vice-President. 
That would be right 
enough, for the law provides th at in the failure to 
elect duly by the people, the House shall immedi­ 
ately elect the President, and the Senate the Vice­ 
President. 
Some tribunal m ust decide w hether the 
people have duly elected a President. 
I presume, 
of course, that it is in the joint affirmative action 
of the Senate and House, or why are they present 
to witness the count if not to see th at it is fair and 
iust? If a failure to agree arises between the two 
bodies, there can be no lawful affirmative decision 
th at the people have elected a President, and the 
House m ust 
THEN PROCEED TO ACT, 
Not the Senate. The Senate elects the Vice-Presi­ 
dent, not the President. 
Doubtless, in case of a 
failure by the House to elect a President by the 4th 
of March, the President of the Senate (if there be 
one) would be the person to exercise Presidential 
authority for the time being, or until the appeir- 
ance of a lawful President, or for the time laid down 
in the Constitution. 
Such a course would be peace­ 
ful. 
I have no doubt Governor Hayes would make 
an excellent President. 
I have m et him and know 
of him. 
For a brief period he served under my 
command, but a9 the m atter stands I can’t see any 
likelihood of his being duly declared elected by the 
Iieople, unless the Senate and House prove to be in 
accord as to that fact, and the House woul.l, of 
course, uot elect him. 
W hat the people want is a 
peaceful determ ination of this m atter, as 
fair 
;» determination as possible, and a 1 .wful one. 
No other determination could 
stand 
the test. 
The cou itry, if not plunged into revolution, would 
become poorer day by day. Business would languish, 
and our bonds would come to find a depreciated 
m arket. 
I was not in favor of m ilitary action in 
South Carolina recently, and if General Ruger had 
telegraphed me **r asked ray advice, I would have 
advised him not, under any circumstances, to 
How 
himst-lf or his troops to determ ine who were lawful 
members of 
A S T A T E L E G IS L A T U R E . 
I could not have given him better advice th in to 
refer him to a special message of the President in 
the case <>f Louisiana some time before. 
Rut in 
South Carolina he had had the question settled by 
a decision of the Supreme Court of the State, the 
highest tribunal which had acted on the question, 
so that his liue of duty seemed even to lie clearer 
than in the action in the Loui«i&ua case. 
If the 
Federal Court had interfered and overruled the de­ 
cision of the State Court, thero m ight have been a 
doubt, certainly ; bu t the Federal Court only inter­ 
fered to complica*e, not to decide or overrule. Any­ 
how, it is no business oi the army to enter upon 
such queS'ions ; and even if it nvght be so, in any 
event, if the civil authority Í3 6Upreme, as the Con­ 
stitution declares it to be, the South Carolina ease 
waj* one in which the army hail a plain duty. 
Hail 
General Ruger asked me for advice, and if 1 had 
given it, I should of course have notified you of my 
action immediately, so that it could have been 
prom ptly overruled if it should have been deemed 
advisable by you or other superior in authority. 
General Ruger did not ask for my advice, and I in­ 
ferred from th at and other facts that he did not de­ 
sire it. or that, being in direct communication with 
ray military superior* at the seat of Government, 
who were nearer to him in time and distance than 1 
was, he deemed it unnecessary. 
As General Ruger 
had th^ ultim ate reajxmaibiiity <*f the action, and 
had really 
GREATER DANGER TO CONFRONT 
In the final action in the m atter, I did not venture 
to embarrass him 8} suggestions. 
He was Depart­ 
ment Commander and lawful head of the military 
adm inistration within the limita of tbe department 
Rut besides, 1 knew th at he kad been called to 
Washington for consultation before taking com­ 
mand, and was probably aware of the views of the 
Administration as to tbe civil affairs iu his com­ 
mand. 
I knew that he was in direct communication 
with my superiors in authority, in reference to the 
delicate subjects presented for his consideration, or 
liad ideas of his own which he believed to be snffi- 
cient’y in accordance w ith the views of our common 
superiors, to enable him to act intelligent’y accord­ 
ing to his judgm ent, and without suggestions from 
those not on the spot and not as fully acquainted 
with the facts as himself. 
He desired too, to be 
free to act, as he had the eventual greater responsi­ 
bility,and as the m atter w as governed as between him 
and myself. 
As I have been w ri’ing thus freely to 
you, I inay still further unbosom myself by stating 
th at I have not though* it lawful or wise to use Fed 
eral troops in such m atters as have transpired east 
of tho Mississippi within the last few m onths, save 
so far as they may be brought into action under the 
Article of the Constitution which contemplates 
meeting armed resistance or 
TUB INVASION OF A STATE 
More i*owerful than the State authorities can sub­ 
due by ordinary processes, at.-l then only when re­ 
quested by tbe 'Legislature : <*r. if it could not be 
convened in session by the Governor, and when the 
President of the United States intervened in th at 
m anner it is a state id war, not peace. The arm y i 
laboring under difad vantages, and has been used 
unlawfully a t times, in the judgm ent of the people 
(in mine, certainly), and we have lost a great deal 
of the k ndly feeling which the community at large 
once felt for us 
“ It is time to stop and unloau.” 
Officers in command of tr.»ope often End it difficult 
to act wisely and wifely when their superiors in 
authority have different views of the law from 
tbcirs, and when legislation has sanctioned action 
seemingly in conflict with the fundam ental law, 
and they generally defer to the known judg­ 
m ent of 
their superior* 
Yet the 
bujhtí* r 
officers of 
the 
army 
arc 
so 
regarded iu 
such 
great 
crises. 
and 
arc 
held 
to 
such respm obility, especially those at or near the 
head of it, that it in necefsaray on such mom ent 
ous occasions to dare to determ ine for themselves 
w hat is lawful and what is nut lawful under our 
s -sum . 
If the m ilita1*} authorities should be in­ 
yoked, as m ight possibly be the case m such excep­ 
tional times when there existed such divergent 
views a3 to the correct result, the army will suff- r 
from its p u t action if it has acted w rongfuJly. 
o u r 
regular arm y baa little hold upon the affections of 
the people to-day, and its superior officers should 
certainly, as far 
lit** in their power, legally and 
with righteous intent, aim to defend the right, 
■which to us is the la-.vs :*n«i institutions which they 
represent, 
it is a well-meaning institu ion, and it 
would be well if it should liave an opportunity to 
be recognized as a bulwark m support of the rights 
of the people and of the law.

THE NEW YORK “ HERALD’S ” VIEWS. 
N ew Y o r k , Ju ly 31 st—The H e ra ld says, 
in reviewing the letters of Hancock and 
English : “Although Eoglish’s letter does in 
fact contain the word ‘ fraud ’ repeated twice, 
who would recognize in these references th at 
awful ‘ fraud ’ the Democrats have said so 
much about of late years ? Here it is actually 
put in side by side with ‘ incompetence as 
of one lot. 
Call you this backing your 
friends ? There is one good point very hap­ 
pily put in, which is a clear recognition th at 
the war is over. 
We are glad th at one of the 
parties a t least knows this. 
I t repeats what 
th at gentleman says he had foreshadowed in 
some earlier 4 verbal remarks,’ that he also 
will 4 accept the huge trust ’ of a nomination. 
From this the w riter slips into a warm eulogy 
of Hancock, whom he uses as Hancock does 
the Constitution of the United States, with 
evasive effect. 
English expresses in many

and that it is time for the Democratic tw enty 
years to begin. 
He touches 4 fraud ’ coldly 
and not freshly, and has altogether made a 
clumsy response.” 


A REPUBLICAN OPINION. 
The Tribune sa y s: 44 Hancock has written 
a dignified letter of acceptance. 
I t is not 
particularly luxuriant in opinions upon the 
great questions of the day, and its meagerness 
in this respect will disappoint many of his 
own party who looked for a ringing statem ent 
of Democratic principles. 
B ut its tone is 
courteous and moderate. 
I t indulges in no 
denunciations of the Democratic sort with re­ 
spect to the cirumstances under wThich H an­ 
cock’s superior officer, the President of the 
U nited States, reached his position. 
His let­ 
ter may be dull, but it is decorous, and that 
is something to be grateful for. 
I t has one 
fault as a letter accepting a Democratic nom­ 
ination for the Presidency. 
I t is not a Dem­ 
ocratic letter. 
I t is a platitude on the plati­ 
tudes which Democrats sometimes preach, 
but which they never practice. 
The greatest 
incongruity of all appears when Hancock de­ 
clares solemnly in favor of 4 a full vote, a free 
ballot and a fair count.’

A 
true Democrat ought to know th at we have 
only one class in this country, and th at is no 
class. 
W e suppose Tilden would not write a 
letter for any one but himself.” 


AN INDEPENDENT OPINION. 


C h ic a g o , Ju ly 31st — The Times says : 
“ Hancock's letter of acceptance is sufficiently 
plain and distinct on every im portant point 
to satisfy the most captious of his political 
opponents. 
Im m ediately acknowledging the 
receipt of the official notice of his nomination, 
he makes the following repudiation of any sym­ 
pathy with those Bourbon politicians who de­ 
sire to turn back the pages of history : 
4 The 
thirteenth, fourteenth and fifteenth amend­ 
ments of the Constitution of the U nited 
States, embodying the results of the war, are 
inviolable.’

question, though net since 1877 a practical one, 
whether the bayonet is not a proper thing to em­ 
ploy when shotguns and revolvers and bowie- 
knives keep freemen from holding political 
meetings and from voting as they please. 
On 
civil service reform he says what every one, 
from George W illiam Curtis to M r. Planna- 
gan, of Texas, will assent to, th at only good 
men should be appointed to office; but the 
only way to accomplish thi3, indicated in the 
letter, is the selection of good men to the 
elective offices by the people. 
A fter remind­ 
ing the public th at the war has been over 
fifteen years, and sentiments of friendship 
and not of animosity should be cultivated 
among our citizens, he disposes of the finan­ 
cial subject in the following brief rem ark: 4A 
sedulous and scrupulous care of the public 
credit, together with a wise and economical 
management of our Government expenditures, 
should be m aintained.’ Certainly no one will 
learn from that what sort of financial legisla­ 
tion General Hancock would approve, and 
what he would veto, for even Greenbackers 
disclaim any intention of damaging public 
credits. 
The General concludes his letter 
with the encouraging assurance that, if he be 
elected, he will 4see th at the laws are faith­ 
fully and equally executed in all parts of the 
country alike;’ but not even this gives any 
idea of what sort of legislation it is proper for
